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SUPERINTENDENT’S  REPORT 


To  the  Oregon  State  Board  of  Control,  Salem,  Oregon 


Gentlemen: 

Submitted  for  your  consideration  is  this  Forty-second  Biennial  Report 
for  the  Oregon  State  School  for  the  Blind  for  the  period  July  1,  1958  to 
June  30,  1960. 

The  emphasis  during  this  biennium  has  been  to  bring  varied  experiences 
into  the  lives  of  the  children  enrolled  here  that  will  make  them  well 
rounded,  truly  social  individuals;  to  help  them  develop  their  capacities 
for  a happy,  useful  living. 

Of  the  132  children  served  during  the  period,  there  was  a trend  to  en- 
roll a larger  number  of  children  who  had  greater  visual  losses  during 
the  earlier  years.  The  majority  of  the  children  enrolled  at  0.  S.  B. 
is  less  than  10-1/2  years  of  age,  whereas,  the  last  report  indicated 
that  the  majority  was  less  than  12  years  of  age.  Since  visually  handi- 
capped children  are  encouraged  to  return  to  their  home  communities  when 
they  are  capable  of  progressing  satisfactorily  in  public  school  classes, 
the  staff  has  found  it  necessary  to  concentrate  on  the  younger  children 
with  greater  physical  limitations. 

The  children  who  develop  Retrolental  Fibroplasia  (RLF)  have  significantly 
influenced  the  composition  of  the  population  enrolled  at  this  school. 
It  is  to  be  remembered  that  the  peak  years  of  birth  for  these  children 
were  1951  through  1953  although  1954  also  shows  a considerable  incidence. 
There  has  been  a steady  and  rapid  decrease  in  RLF  from  1954  on.  It  is 
hoped  that  most  of  the  RLF  children  will  be  enrolled  by  the  fall  of  1960, 
of  whom  most  will  remain  part  of  the  Oregon  school  population  for  12 
years. 

The  influence  on  the  population  is  evident  when  it  is  considered  that  of 
the  pupils  enrolled  here  in  1952,  7 out  of  10  children  had  useful  vision, 
whereas,  in  1960,  only  4 of  10  have  useable  vision.  Of  the  young  chil- 
dren in  1952,  5 of  10  had  no  useful  vision,  but  in  1960,  8 of  10  young 
children  were  blind.  The  added  small  blind  children  have  caused  an  in- 
crease in  child  care  as  well  as  the  shift  in  the  curriculum  to  emphasize 
the  development  of  independent  living  skills  and  abilities  to  cope  with 
all  types  of  environment. 

During  the  biennium,  the  addition  of  the  girls'  dormitory  has  been  com- 
pleted, a swimming  pool  added  to  the  gymnasium,  as  well  as  additional 
play  areas  enlarged  by  relocating  the  parking  areas  and  re-routing  traf- 
fic through  the  campus.  Attention  should  be  directed  to  the  assistance 
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provided  through  the  legacy  of  James  H,  Miller,  whose  funds  supplemented 
budgeted  appropriations  and  caused  the  building  program  to  move  forward 
on  schedule  during  the  last  two  bienniums.  The  residue  of  the  legacy 
provided  the  bowling  addition  to  the  gymnasium  which  will  be  ready  for 
operation  by  September  1960o 

RECOMMENDATIONS: 

1.  We  have  a responsibility  for  the  education  of  those  children  who  are 
so  different  from  normal  children  that  they  require  teachers  specially 
trained  to  meet  their  needs. 

Unrealistic  salaries  during  this  biennium  have  made  it  impossible  to  re- 
cruit the  experienced  faculty  trained  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  children 
enrolled  at  this  school o The  salary  ranges  do  not  place  us  in  a compet- 
itive position  to  secure  qualified  teachers  of  exceptional  children  for 
the  specialized  programs  at  OoS®Bo  This  is  not  an  estimate  of  personnel 
requirements  for  the  future,  but  a deficiency  that  should  be  met  now  be- 
cause the  children  are  already  enrolled  in  our  classes.  We  have  an  ob- 
ligation to  handicapped  children  enrolled  here  to  provide  the  same  qual- 
ity of  instruction  as  that  supported  by  Oregon  State  funds  elsewhere. 
Short  sighted  expenditures  now  will  only  lead  to  greater  rehabilitation 
costs  later.  Faculty  salary  ranges  must  be  increased  to  secure  qualified 
personnel , 

2,  The  number  of  pupils  assigned  to  each  teacher  also  influences  the 
quality  of  the  child’s  education.  Although  there  has  not  been  the  an- 
ticipated increase  in  the  total  enrollment  during  these  years,  the  blind 
child  requires  twice  the  care  of  one  with  useable  vision  so  that  the 
need  for  additional  instructors  has  become  increasingly  apparent.  Be- 
cause one-third  of  those  enrolled  at  this  school  have  handicapping  con- 
ditions other  than  their  visual  limitation  they  should  have  access  to 
the  same  quality  of  instruction  that  is  supplied  to  the  visually  handi- 
capped children  attending  public  schools,  A reduction  in  the  number  of 
pupils  assigned  to  each  teacher  is  imperative. 

3,  A unit  to  serve  the  multi-handicapped  blind  child  should  be  provided 
during  the  next  biennium.  More  multi-handicapped  blind  children  seek  ser- 
vices at  this  school  yearly.  There  are  no  regional  centers  which  provide 
for  these  children,  other  than  the  deaf-blind.  Oregon's  own  children 
have  the  needs  which  must  be  met  by  a multi-disciplined  approach,  but 
cannot,  unless  services  are  expanded  and  trained  personnel  secured  to 
concentrate  on  the  specific  requirements  of  the  multi-handicapped  blind 
child.  Shaping  of  education  to  the  special  needs  of  these  children  is 
within  our  tradition  of  using  education  to  help  each  individual  realize 
his  abilities  to  the  fullest  extent, 

4.  To  complete  the  rehabilitation  of  the  physical  plant, the  wooden  ga- 
rages, now  used  for  storage,  should  be  replaced  and  a manual  training

shop  included  to  be  used  for  instruction.  Limited  shop  facilities  loca- 
ted in  the  boys*  dormitory  do  not  meet  the  recommended  minimum  standards 
for  teaching  industrial  arts. 

Because  of  the  nature  of  the  population,  the  curriculum  was  designed  to 
develop  independent  freedom  of  movement  in  any  environment  with  particu- 
lar attention  directed  towards  the  child's  activities  outside  of  the 
classroom.  The  course  of  study  recommended  for  Oregon  schools  has  been 
followed  with  instruction  added  that  will  lead  to  a well  oriented  life. 
Physical  education  has  been  emphasized  for  all  ages.  Music,  crafts,  typ- 
ing and  homemaking  have  continued  to  hold  prominent  places  in  the  pro- 
gram. 

Individual  attention  has  been  given  to  those  children  requiring  remedial 
techniques  and  the  program  has  been  adjusted  to  meet  their  particular 
needs.  Only  2t%  of  the  children  have  sufficient  vision  to  read  print. 

While  education  of  the  visually  handicapped  was  the  primary  purpose,  due 
consideration  has  been  given  to  eye  care,  general  health,  and  the  emo- 
tional adjustment  of  the  children.  The  counseling  service,  that  was 
available  for  parents  of  preschool  blind  children,  has  been  extended  to 
include  those  with  children  enrolled  at  O.S.B,  Growth  toward  independ- 
ence depends  upon  the  constant  cooperation  between  the  home  and  the  school. 

It  is  fortunate  that  the  7-l/2  acre  campus  is  located  between  two  city 
parks  and  that  now  the  children  can  live  in  a modern, well-equipped  plant. 
With  the  city  center  only  five  blocks  away,  the  children  have  been  en- 
couraged to  engage  in  those  off-campus  activities  that  will  orient  them 
to  community  responsibilities  and  to  participate  in  Salem  youth  organi- 
zations. 

The  churches  of  Salem  have  made  a valuable  contribution  to  the  religious 
education  of  the  children  enrolled  here  by  making  them  welcome  at  their 
church  schools.  The  Oregon  State  Elks  Association  has  continued  to  pro- 
vide nursery  and  kindergarten  services  for  the  blind  children  throughout 
the  State,  The  Lions  Clubs  of  the  State  and  their  Auxiliaries  have  as- 
sisted the  children  by  meeting  the  personal  emergencies  which  contribute 
to  their  general  welfare.  The  Oregon  State  Lions  Auxiliary  sponsored 
two  more  annual  institutes  for  parents  of  blind  preschool  children  and 
provided  the  funds  for  a parent  institute  in  Southern  Oregon, 

The  progress  shown  has  been,  in  a large  part,  due  to  the  concern  and  co- 
operation of  my  co-workers.  Let  me  take  this  opportunity  to  express  our 
appreciation  for  the  services  arranged  through  the  staff  at  the  Board  of 
Control  office  and  your  attention  to  the  needs  of  the  children  enrolled 
here.

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P.  S,  From  time  to  time  inquiries  are  made  as  to  the  origin  of  this  school 
which  may  be  of  interest  to  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Control. 

’’An  act  to  appropriate  $4,000,  gold  coin,  for  the  education  of  the  blind 
of  this  State  and  to  provide  for  the  same,'*  was  approved  by  Governor  L. 
F,  Grover,  in  1872.  Following  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the  state 
board  of  school  land  commissioners  arranged  to  open  a small  boarding 
school  consisting  of  one  teacher.  Miss  Nellie  Simpson,  and  two  pupils. 
The  school  was  established  at  Salem  in  the  Nesblt  home  in  1873.  The  next 
year,  with  seven  pupils  enrolled,  the  first  superintendent  was  appointed 
to  take  charge  of  this  "Oregon  Institute  for  the  Blind".  From  1879  until 
1883  the  school  was  closed, and  then  the  school  was  moved  to  the  Snowden 
building  on  Twelfth  Street  near  Ferry. 

During  1894  a new  building  was  constructed  for  blind  pupils  "on  the  Mute 
School  Site"  then  at  Church  and  Mission  streets,  which  remained  until 
1956  when  it  was  replaced  by  new  construction.

REr  Monthly  Report 


School  at  O.S.B.  started  on  September  12.  The  day  before, 
September  11,  found  most  of  the  staff  here  to  welcome  students 
and  parents  as  they  arrived  in  Salem.  Of  the  93  students 
registered,  87  arrived  and  are  now  enrolled.  Some  last  minute 
changes  in  the  minds  of  parents  resulted  in  one  student  who 
had  been  scheduled  to  enroll  remaining  in  VJaldport  to  attend 
public  school,  and  another  remaining  in  Coos  Bay.  Still  another 
moved  to  Idaho,  and  one  more  lacked  the  finances  to  return  from 
California  where  they  had  spent  the  last  few  months.  At  the 
present  time  we  have  several  prospective  students  with  whom  we 
are  corresponding,  which  would  bring  our  enrollment  up  to  about 
the  same  level  as  last  year. 

This  year  we  are  vi/orking  with  ^ new  teachers,  none  of  whom  have 
had  training  in  teaching  the  blind  or  in  special  education. 

This  makes  our  work  load  a little  heavier  than  usual.  The  day 
prior  to  the  opening  of  school,  one  teacher  scheduled  to 
return  was  seriously  injured  and  will  be  unable  to  assume  her 
duties  for  several  months.  We  are  therefore  using  one  substitut 

This  past  month  we  also  received  a large  quantity  of  free  fill 
dirt  from  the  excavation  of  'Willamette  University’s  new 
dormitory.  After  filling  the  brushy  area  on  the  northern  edge 
of  the  campus  and  leveling  it  off,  we  now  are  receiving  many 
favorable  comments  regarding  the  appearance  of  this  heretofore 
briar  patch.  The  physical  plant  at  our  school  seems  to  be  in 
excellent  condition  and  we  are  especially  enjoying  the  new 
bowling  alleys. 

Our  youngsters  are  already  enrolled  in  two  bowling  leagues  in 
which  they  will  participate  through  the  mail,  sending  in  weekly 
scores.  VVe  have  just  completed  our  seventh  annual  out-door- 
education  project.  This  year  we  had  42  youngsters  camping  for 
one  week  on  the  Oregon  coast  at  Camp  Magruder  near  Rockaway. 
Thirty-three  of  these  climbed  to  the  top  of  Saddle  Mountain,  a 
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3,800  fto  peak  in  the  coast  range.  As  near  as  I can  determine  we 
are  the  only  Oregon  school  which  has  an  on-going  out-door- 
education  project.  There  have  been  several  other  pilot  programs 
in  the  state,  but  as  yet  none  of  them  have  materialized  into 
annual  programs.  As  you  may  know,  this  is  an  activity  carried 
on  quite  extensively  in  several  other  states,  particularly 
California,  Washington,  and  Michigan, 

A number  of  our  dormitory  counselors  and  teachers  attended 
the  biennial  national  meeting  of  the  American  Association  of 
Instructors  of  the  Blind  in  Nashville  in  July;  they  report  some 
stimulating  discussions  at  their  workshop  sessions.  The 
dormitory  counselors  will  participate  in  an  inservice  training 
program  here  at  school  for  an  18  week  period,  which  will  cover 
areas  of  parent-counselor  relationships,  health  and  eye 
problems  and  orientation  and  mobility. 

This  year,  as  a result  of  an  experiment  during  the  spring  of  1960, 
four  or  five  short  parent  institutes  are  being  planned  in 
different  regions  of  the  state  for  parents  of  all  blind  children 
in  each  area  where  mutual  problems,  school  policies  and 
philosophy  may  be  discussed.  These  institutes  may  replace  the 
annual  preschool  institutes  which  we  have  held  for  the  past 
twelve  years,  and  funds  will  be  provided  by  the  State  Lions 
Auxiliary,  the  organization  which  has  sponsored  the  preschool 
institutes  in  the  past. 

The  parent  counselor  continues  in  her  efforts  to  place  preschool 
blind  children  in  regular  nursery  schools  wherever  possible, 

A number  of  the  children  are  in  need  of  continued  help  in 
speech  therapy  and  an  effort  is  being  made  to  obtain  services 
of  trained  speech  personnel  in  order  that  their  training  may  go 
on  again  this  year.  Six  children  received  help  last  year.  One 
of  our  children  with  cerebral  palsy,  continues  to  receive 
physiotherapy  three  times  weekly  by  a registered  physiotherapist, 
and  as  a result  of  this  service  he  is  making  progress  in 
ability  to  walk  with  tripod  crutches. 

During  the  month  of  September,  four  children  were  examined  at 
our  infirmary  by  the  school  physician.  One  boy  received 
medical  attention  as  an  out-patient  of  the  Fairview  Hospital. 

Three  students  had  their  glasses  altered  or  changed.  Ten 
boys  and  girls  were  admitted  to  the  school  infirmary  and 
nineteen  were  examined  at  the  Eye  Clinic, 

Our  staff  is  functioning  well.  There  was  little  turn  over  in 
staff  other  than  in  the  teaching  area  and  one  dining  room 
employee.  This  has  enabled  us  to  get  underway  without  difficulty 
and  in  general  things  are  quite  forward  looking  at  this  time.

Program  Description 

The  Dietary  Program  includes  the  planning,  preparation,  and  serving  of 
food  to  children  and  staff  members. 

The  objective  of  this  progiam  is  to  serve  an  adequate  and  well  balanced 
diet  to  -the  children  in  an  attractive  manner.  There  are  additional  food 
services  included  which  make  dormitory  life  more  home-like.  The  service  has 
one  main  kitchen  and  five  dining  rooms.  The  same  menu  is  provided  to  all 
except  -the  smallest  children,  and  those  in  the  infirmary. 

The  older  children  assist  in  their  own  dining  rooms  much  as  they  would  be 
expected  to  do  at  home.

Physical  Care  Program 


Program  Description 

The  Physical  C8lto  program  includes  the  supervision  of  children  when  they 
are  not  participating  in  school  activities.  This  not  only  involves  the  physical 
care  of  children  while  they  are  in  the  dormitory,  but  also  instruction  and 
counseling  in  the  development  of  independence  and  meeting  individual  and 
personal  needs.  Group  living  supervision  and  recreation  for  the  children  is 
required,  with  coverage  twenty-four  hours  a day  each  day  of  the  week. 

Closely  allied  with  Dormitory  supervision  are  housekeeping  activities. 
Formerly  a separate  program,  this  biennitun  have  been  combined  with  the  Physical 
Care  program.  The  personnel  not  only  clean  the  dormitories,  but  also  help  the 
dormitory  counselors  with  the  children  part  of  the  time. 

Issuemce  of  janitor  and  linen  supplies,  and  redistribution  of  laundry 
returned  from  the  penitentiary  laundry  are  part  of  the  work  load  of  this  unit.

Program  Description 

The  M»dical  program  is  concerned  with  the  health  of  the  children.  The 
infirmary  is  staffed  by  a nurse  and  two  practical  nurses  who  care  for  the 
children  in  isolation  and  administer  medication  under  the  physiciar. *s  orders. 

The  physician  from  the  staff  at  Oregon  Fairviow  Home  is  assigned  to  examine 
and  prescribe  for  the  youngsters. 

In  the  event  that  hospitalisation  is  required,  the  children  are  taken  to 
the  hospital  at  Faiirview  Home, 

The  services  of  the  Elks*  Eye  Clinic  at  the  Oregon  Medical  Teachii^g 
Hospital  in  Portland  are  utilized  for  eye  examinations  and  eye  repair.  Dental 
sold  physical  therapy  services  are  secured  as  required  for  the  individual  children.

Explanation  and  Justification  of  the  Budget 

So  & W,  Target  Budget.  Straight  overtime  is  allowed  the  practical  nurses  for 
alternately  sleeping  in  the  infirmary  for  night  coverage.  Time  is 
paid  off  during  periods  when  school  is  closed.  Not  shown  separately 

for  1959-60. 


S,  & W,  Supplemental  Budget.  Two  nurses  aides  are  needed  to  supervise  the  infirmary 
at  night.  This  would  eliminate  the  present  practice  of  coverage  by 
overtime,  and  thus  conform  to  Civil  Service  regulations.  Under  the 
present  unsatisfactory  arrangement  with  one  practical  nurse  sleeping 
in  ■the  infirmary,  if  she  is  a heavy  sleeper  she  may  not  awaken  for  an 
emergency;  if  she  is  a light  sleeper,  efficience  is  reduced  during  the 
day  shift.

Education  Program 


Program  Description 

The  Education  program  is  the  primary  purpose  for  operating  the  School  for 
the  Blind.  Its  purpose  is  to  bring  into  the  lives  of  these  children  the  varied 
experi«ices  necessary  to  make  then  well-rounded,  truly  social  individualsj  to 
help  them  realize  to  the  fullest  extent  their  possibilities  for  useful  living* 

This  particular  program  is  concerned  with  the  habilitation  and  training  of 
the  children  so  that  they  may  return  to  -their  respective  communities  and  -to 
attend  public  school  classes.  In  addition  -to  the  regular  course  of  study, 
homemaking  or  shop,  crafts,  typing,  physical  education  (including  swimming), 
and  space  orientation  are  included  in  the  daily  schedule.  Piano,  band  and  voice 
are  available  to  talented  youngsters.  Children  with  insufficient  vision  are 
taught  Braille  in  place  of  print  for  their  reading  activities. 

A counselling  service  for  the  parents  of  pre-school  blind  children  is 
maintained  separately. 


Explanation  and  Justification  of  the  Budget 


S.  & W*,  Target. 

Teacher  pay— This  estimate  of  teachers*  salaries  has  frozen  the  scale 
for  the  next  -two  years  in  a range  that  was  inadequate  for  the 
present  biennium. 

Additional  Teacher— For  years  -the  teacher-pupil  load  has  been  too 

great  to  instruct  the  children  properly  in  the  classroom.  Unbiased 
national,  regional,  and  local  consultants  and  administrators 
recommend  no  more  than  8 blind  children  to  a classroom.  To  achieve 
a recommended  standard  ratio,  at  least  one  addi-tional , specially 
trained,  classroom  teacher  will  be  needed  to  meet  the  present  needs. 

S.  & W.,  Supplemaital  , 

Additional  Teacher — More  multi -handicapped  blind  children  are  being  served 

by  this  school.  It  is  recognized  that  probably  all  residential  schools 
will  be  called  upon  to  serve  those  children.  In  addition  -bo  the 
general  approach  used  by  the  staff  at  present,  an  additional  unit 
anploying  special  procedures  for  these  children  should  bo  established. 
No  more  than  Ij.  of  these  children  should  be  assigned  to  one  teacher. 
Although  the  physical  plant  arrangement  can  bo  developed  for  these 
children,  a teacher  who  is  a specialist,  first  with  blind  children, 
and  secondly,  has  developed  skills  to  teach  those  wi-th  additional 
handicaps  is  required.

Mo  & So,  Target . 

933«7j  Education  Supplies:  Request  increased  to  allow  for  additional 


supplies  eoid  teaching  materials  for  special  classes  and  home 
rooms  as  proposed.  This  request  also  allows  for  the  steadily 
increasing  \ise  of  crafts  and  recreational  supplies  gendered  by 
dormitory  activities. 

951 «6,  Professional  Services.  $1,300  of  amount  requested  was  transferred 
from  the  Medical  Care  program  for  services  of  the  psychologist. 

Rates  have  been  adjusted  upwards  from  the  last  biennium  because  of  a 
raise  in  pay  range. 


Psychological  services:  $1,500  of  the  amount  requested  to  increase 

the  time  alloted  to  the  psychologist  from  one-half  to  one  full 
day  per  week.  This  added  time  will  allow  him  to  oaiTy  on  a 
more  adequate  counselling  program. 

Chaplain  services:  $1,814.0  of  the  amount  requested  for  chaplaincy 

services  one-half  day  per  week.  Religious  training  and  church 
attendance  are  encouraged,  but  it  is  the  policy  that  the  children 
attend  a church  of  their  choice  off  campus.  However,  it  is 
desireable  to  have  the  part  time  sermces  of  a chaplain  to  give 
guidance  ajid  religious  training,  with  their  parents  permission, 
to  the  children  in  addition  to  that  which  is  obtained  by  church 
attendance.

Dear  Dr«  Wilooxs 

The  number  of  blind  children  assigned  to  each  teacher  in  the  Program 
for  the  Blind  may  be  from  throe  to  six.  The  number  of  partially 
sighted  and/or  legally  blind  assigned  to  each  teacher  of  the  partially 
sighted  may  be  from  six  to  ton. 

This  year  one  teacher  of  blind  children  had  Ihree  children  with 
two-thirds  of  a day  per  week  in  the  library,  four  teadiors  had  four 
children,  one  teacher  had  three  part  of  the  year  and  four  part  of 
the  yoarj  the  two  teachers  for  partially  sighted  served  twenty 
children. 

There  were  six  children  enrolled  at  Shattuck  until  December  1st. 

Since  then  there  have  been  five.  One  full  time  teacher  has  been 
assigned  to  these  children.  The  parent  counselor  has  spent  an  average 
of  two  hours  a day,  with  more  time  spent  the  first  half  of  the  year 
than  the  la  st  hal  f .

Dear  Dr.  Wilcox: 

In  answer  to  the  questions  in  your  letter  of  June  1,  the  American 
Association  of  Instructors  of  the  Blind  Standards  Conmittee  hsis  pro- 
posed the  following  requirement  for  a standard  school  (a  school 
meeting  AAIB  standards): 

”A  standard  school  shall  maintain  an  average  of  not  more  than 
11  pupils  per  classroom  teacher  in  grades  1 to  6.  A standard 
school  shall  have  not  more  than  one  teacher  in  grades  1 to  6 
with  more  than  13  pupils.  This  teacher  shall  not  have  more 
than  15  pupils.** 

Howe-yer,  this  standard  was  originally  computed  from  the  statistical 
average  practice  of  schools  for  the  blind.  Many  schools  (over  half) 
have  a pupil-teacher  ratio  of  less  than  11,  In  fact,  this  last  year, 
the  pupil-teacher  ratio  for  entire  schools  (elementary  and  High  school) 
averaged  6 pupils  per  teacher  for  the  nation. 

I don't  feel  that  eight  to  ten  pupils  per  teacher  in  grade  1 to  6 is  out 
of  line  with  current  practice  in  some  good  programs  around  the  nation. 

As  far  as  multi-handicapped  blind  pupils  are  concerned,  I have  no  written 
standards  on  which  to  base  recommendations.  It  may  depend  on  the  com- 
bine ti  on  of  handicaps.  The  New  York  Institute  has  a ratio  very  near 
1 to  1 in  its  Cerebral  Palsied  Blind  Department  while  Perkins  has  very 
near  1-^  to  1 in  its  Deaf-Blind  Department  (I6  to  25  students).  Most  schools 
with  special  classes  for  mentally  retarded  blind  students  try  to  keep 
class  size  limited  to  6 to  8 pupils  per  teacher.  Emotionally  disturbed 
blind  children  may  call  for  approximately  5 pupils  per  teacher  although 
eill  of  these  multiple  handicaps  may  be  complicated  with  combinations  of 
three  or  more  exceptional  conditions  (mentally  retarded,  emotionally 
disturbed  blind  child  or  mentally  retarded  blind  child  with  hearing  loss, 
etc,)  or  mey  vary  in  severity  (severely  mentd  ly  retarded  vs,  mildly 
mentally  retarded  or  severely  emotionally  disturbed  vs.  mildly  disturbed). 
Naturally  the  more  severe  the  condition  the  more  individual  attention  is 
needed  and  so  a lower  pupil-teacher  ratio  should  be  attempted.
